Charles H. Godfrey Will Make the 
Run for the Benton Har- 
bor PostoflRce. 


HE HAS SOLD HIS 
BUSINESS. 


Mr. Godfrey'a Clalma Upon the Ra- 
pubUoan 
Party — Suffared 
from the TInplat« Tariff. 


, The flrst candidate to announce him- 
self squarely as a candidate for the 
postmastership of Benton Harbor is 
Charles H. Godfrey, who has author- 
ized THE EVENING NEWS to announce 
his candidacy. 


Yesterday Mr. Godfrey sold the land 
across the canal where he has been 
running a canning factory and a coal 
and wood yard for several years and 
after the flrst of next April he will be 
out of business. The proi^crty was wold 
to Contractor Crouch of the St. Joseph 
Valley railroad for $0,000, and jWHsess- 
ion will bo given April 1. The rail- 
road people will probably use the land 
for their deix)t. Mr. Godfrey reserves 
the best of his buildings and the ma- 
chinery for the canning factory which 
will l)e moved off the proi)erty this 
winter. 


This sudden getting out of buHlness 
caused Mr. Godfrey to decide to bt?- 
come a candidate for the postmaster- 
ship. His republicanism is unques- 
tioned and from the days of the old 
whigs his ancestry and family without 
a break have supported the republican 
party from Fremont ^o McKiniey. 


His fidelity to the principles of the 
republican party has cost him some- 
thing, more than perhaps any other 
man in the city. 
When the McKiniey 
tiuplate tariff passed it raised the price 
of the tin which Mr. Godfrey used in 
his factory in a single year $2,000. 
That same year was one of the unusual 
crops and when the canned goods wore 
placed on the market they sold at a 
ower flgfure than when the tinplute 
cost less money. 
Mri Godfrey lost 
$2,000 that year by the McKiniey law, 
yet he iielievcd in the jxilicy of protec- 
tion and there was no more ardent ad- 
vocate of the election of MciCinley in 
this city than he. Tinplate is now 
ciieaper than over but Mr. Godfrey has 
never been able to recover from the 
loss he suffered by the early operation 
of the McKiniey tariff.

At the a};e of 18 he enlisted and 
marched with Sherman to the sea. He 
was always on duty, never having laid 
off a nln^'le day during the twenty-one 
mouths of his service.

What the Farmers' Club will Ask the 
Legislature. 


LANSING, Nov., 19.—A m e e t i n g of 
the association of farmers' clubs has 
been called for tho early part of Dec 
ember and it is exiMicted that they will 
petition tho le^iislature to make the 
following changes In the state laws: 


1. That all county oflicials bo paid 
in full for their respective services by 
stated salaries lixetl by the respective 
board of supervisors, and that it be 
made a crhinnal offense for such offlcl 
als to receive any fees or other perqui- 
sites In addition to their salaries.

It lives in 
what to US would be Ecmidarkness. 
Every one of these cod exposed to the 
strong light Is sufTering from an ex­ 
traordinary hypertrophy of the eye. The 
whole organ has become overgrown, as 
if in the effort to adjust itself to the nee 
of more ligiife rays it had become over­ 
equipped nnd then useless. The cod, in 
fact, are blind. 


The most interesting feature in this 
chonge is the extraordinary rapidity 
with which increased supply of light 
rays has overdeveloped the organ for 
its use. It has taken jplace, not^by slow 
degrees from individual to individual; 
but in a course of time to be measured 
by months and in every individual in 
the tank. If this example is a measure 
of the rapidity with which such changes 
take place among fish, the adnpt.'ition 
of those oreatureii which have migrated 
from the shallow waters of the deep 
seas, shown by tiie total loss or enormous 
development of their eyes and the growtj^ 
of illuminating organs to light the 
abyss, may have been as rapid us it is 
marvelous.—London Spectator. 


Sclcnce IIm N cslectod Egg», 


There is nothing in an egg to prevent 
freslinesN being maintained. It is there­ 
fore a question of trontment, and the 
domestic treatment of eggs has not pro­ 
gressed or choitponed in 100 years, and 
practically poultry keepers are only as 
fur advanced today as in 1788, when 
the Dutch process of lime pickling was 
first introduced into England, and those 
who do not know what has transpired 
since are no wiser than their forefathers. 


Tljcre is ample evidenco to prove, 
thongh the facts are not generally 
known, thatof;gs can be dclivi red fresh 
from the most distant countries, even at 
less cost than the present stahi ones. 
This, of course, seems improbabkv hut 
at one time it was doomed absolutely 
impossible that foreign sheep, lambs 
and beef could comiieto with home 
grown, or that stcaui could displace 
labor, or that steel conld b« produced at 
a cheaper rato than iron and supersede 
iron. 


As thero is nothing in an egg to pre­ 
vent freshness being maintained it is 
therefore a question of scientific U'eat- 
ment, and opposition coiycs only from 
thoso who fear old established interests 
being extinguished. However, this sat­ 
isfactory phase of thoegg problem seems 
one that miglit be advantageously taken 
np by those interestwi in developing 
poultry and eggs as a domestic indus­ 
try.—London Standard. 


The Alpi Will Do Waaheil Away. 


Tho Alps, from a geological point of 
view, are very recent. Our Welsh hills, 
thongh oompurutively siraaking insig- 
niflcaut, are far more ancient. They liud 
been mountains for ages and nges before 
tho materials which now oom|)oso tho 
Bigi or the' Pilatus were deposited. 


Indeed, we may say that it is because 
Ih^y are so old tliat they have been so 
much worn down. Tho Alps themselves 
are crumbling and being wttshed away, 
and if no fresh elevation takes place tho 
time will como when tliey will bo no 
loftier than Snowdon or Helvellyn. 


They have already undergone enor­ 
mous denudation, and it has been shown 
that from tho summit of Mont Biano 
some 10,000 or 13,000 feet of strata 
has been already remove<l. 
IX>nudation 
began as soon as the laud rose above tho 
sea and the main river valleys were ex­ 
cavated.—Pearson’s Weekly.

It is not correot, how­ 
ever, to explain the habits and conduct 
of ants by human analogies. For in­ 
stance, it WiM onco supposed that the so 
culled "parasol ants," living in hot, 
tro|)ical countries, carried little leaves 
above their heads for the sake of proteo- 
tion froui the sun. Later Investigations 
have shown that the snts actually do 
carry leaves, suspended by the stem 
which they hold in their jaws, and that 
columns of them thus furnished with 
leaves like on army with banners march 
in regular order, but that tho leaves, In­ 
stead of being intended to shelter the 
ants from the sunshine, are deposited 
by tlK>m around their nests to form a 
soil in which grows a kind of fungus 
that they are fond of. So the parasol 
unt is not a dandy, but a farmer.—

ItellcM From Coat» Rlee. 


Tho consulate of Costa Rioa In Phila­ 
delphia has in its ohargc m unique col­ 
lection of Costa Riean arohseological 
material of great soientiflo value ^ m 
Sauta Crux. It Is composed of over 
8,000 stone objects and of over 400 cer­ 
amics, of which 60 per cent Is broken. 
There is also inoluded a number of gold' 
idols, ‘Jewels, ornaments and grinding 
stones. Tlie Costa Rioan arohnology Is 
tho link connecting tho ancient speci­ 
mens fonncd in tho other states of Cen­ 
tral America and tho discoveries made 
in South Amerioa and presents well de­ 
fined traccsof two distinct clvilisations, 
one descending north by the Pacific 
coast and tho other Immigrating from 
tho opposite direotion on the Atlantic 
side, spreading out toward the interior 
of tho central plateau, where it comes 
in contact with tho other. The first is

KTew Zealand has a threefold explana­ 
tion. In the first place, New Zealand 
possi*s«es today a mutton producing 
breed superior to that grown in the 
Plate. 
In the second, tho Now Zea­ 
lander feeds his stock during the winter 
time with extra forage, while in the 
Argentine the sheep are allowed to 
graie uiwn the samo bare pampas during 
the dead season. Tho result of this is 
that the Now Zealander producos an 
even, well grown carcass, while there 
irsent home from the Plate .one upon 
which a hasty covering of fat has been 
put during the spring months of the 
year. The difference between the two 
carcasses w ill readily bo noted by any 
one who pays a visit to the cattle mar­ 
ket Thirdly, the freezer in New Zca 
land freezes the mutton on account of 
the breeder, and in the Argentine the 
freezer buys from the breeder. The dis­ 
advantage of tho latter system, so long 
as the breeder has no knowledge of the 
requirements of tho market, is appar* 
ent The New Zealand breeder selects 
his wethers with care, rejecting any 
which will give an Inferior weight or 
which is insufiloiontly fattened for the 
butcher. 
He remits them in small 
droves to tho freezing establishments 
and takes every care that they shall ar­ 
rive In perfect order. The Argentine 
breeder, on the other hand, makes a 
contract with the representative of the 
freezer to sell a given number, and the 
latter binds himself to mmovo them 
within a certain date. — Now York 
Ledger.

J The first candidate to announce him 
self squarely as a candidate for th 
postmastership of Bentou Harbor 
Charles H. Godfrey, who has autho, 
ized TUB EVENING NEWS to aunouuc 
bis candidacy.

across the canal where he has bee 
running a canning factory and a coa 
uod wood yard for several years au 
after the first of next April he will b 
out of business. The property was sol 
to Contractor Crouch of tho St. Josep 
Valley railroad for 90,000, and posses 
ion will bo given April 1. The rai 
road people will probably use the Ian 
for their depot. Mr. Godfrey reserve 
the best of his buildings and the ma 
chinery for the canning factory whic 
will be moved off tho property 
thi 


winter. 


This sudden getting put of busines 


caused Mr. Godfrey to decide to be 
como a candidate for the postmaster 
ship. His republicanism is unques 
tioned and from the days of tho ol 
whigs his ancestry and family witbou 
a break have supported the rcpublica' 
?arty from Fremont ,to McKiulcy. 


His fidelity to the'principles of th 


republican party has cost him some 
thing, more than perhaps auy othe 
man in the city. 
When the McKinle; 


tiuplate tariff passed it raised the prie' 
of tbe tin which Mr. Godfrey used in 
bis factory in a single year $2,000 
That same year was one of the unusua 
crops and when the canned goods wer 
placed on the market they sold at 
lower figure than when the tinplatu 
cost less money. 
Mr: Godfrey los 


$2,000 that year by the McKinley law 
yet he believed iu tho policy of protec 
tion and there was no more ardent ad 
vocate of the election of McKinley in 
this city than he. Tinplate is no\\ 
cheaper than ever but Mr. Godfrey has 
never been able to recover from thr 
loss ho suffered by the early operatioi 
of the McKinley tariff. 


Mr. Godfrey has paid out in this city 


for holp as high as $6,000 in a single 
season and he-has furnished a inarke 
for a largo amount of the produce o 
the garden and orchard. 


Mr. Godfrey is a member of the G 


A. K. and has an excellent army -rec- 
ord. At the age of 18 he enlisted ant 
marched with Sherman to the sea. He 
was always on duty, never having laid 
off a single day during the tweuty-one 
mouths of his service. 


Mr. Godfrey will have au advantage 


over other competitors for the position 
in the fact that he is tho first candidate 
to openly announce himself. 
As post- 


master he would be acceptable to the 
people and would fill acceptably the 
position. 


FREE MAIL DELIVERY. 


Why the System Has Not Been Ex- 


tended in This City. 


When the free mail delivery was put 


in vogue iu this city there were some 
portions of the city which were entirely 
skipped without apparent reason much 
to the dissatisfaction of the property 
owners. 


There now is a movement on foot to 


have at least one more carrier and take 
in a part of tlie territory which was 
left out in the cold. On Colfax avenue, 
one of the finest streets in the city, thev 
do not have the benefits of the system 
above Britain avenue. Tho same can 
be said of Columbus avenue. 
Another 


instance of the slight is Baird street 
where there arc more houses than there 
are on Clay street, the next street 
north. 


The truth of the matter is that the 


residents of these streets are the very 
people who arc standing in the way of 
free delivery. 
The <rovernment will 


not put up mail boxes where there arc 
no street lamps. 
They will not put up 


mail boxes where tlie people do not 
take pride enough in their street to 
have sidewalks, and last, but by no 
means least, they insist that every 
house should be projjijrly numbered. 


If, when the inspector arrives he 


limls these improvements there will be 
no trouble hi securing the much de- 
sired .service.
